perhaps, for the play is an adaptation by Zoe Akins from “ For- 
get-Me-Not,” a successful drama of the eighties, but sufficiently 
unusual to make one forget that in the unwelcome visit of 
Stephanie, Marquise de Mohrivart, to the wife of her late son 
in Rome, one is witnessing simply another legend in the ancient 
mother-in-law cycle. ; 

Coming after a series of plays in which all action has often 
been suspended while the characters have stopped and whittled 
out epigrams to heave at the audience, or in which everything 
has had to wait for the laugh which followed the pouring out 
of a drink of decoy whisky, “ Foot-Loose” fairly races along 
It is always interesting, sometimes exciting, especially when 
you consider that no one draws a gun during the entire per- 
formance. Whatever power it may have comes entirely from 
the tension produced by a well-written, smoothly running play, 
far enough removed from the conventional to the pleasantly 
mystifying and well enough acted to be plausible. 

Emily Stevens plays Stephanie with malevolent verve. She 
has improved greatly during the past year in the matter of 
enunciation, and is now able to read her lines so 
that the audience can understand them, a pretty 
tribute which an audience never fails to appre- 
ciate. She has also reduced her semaphore code 
by several gestures, having abandoned the snap 
of the hand to the back hair, and confining her- 
self almost entirely to a quick elevation of the 
left shoulder, accompanied by a corresponding 
reaction of the left eyebrow. Norman Trevor is 
probably better as Sir Horace Welby than Sir 
Horace himself would have been, but O. P 
Heggie does not make an ideal murderer. Even 
when he insists that he is full of vengeance and 
in a mood to kill Stephanie on sight, his large, 
early-Christian eyes and gentle drone give him 
away, and you know that he has probably just 
come from talking bird-language with his little 
friends the pigeons and swallows on some nearby 
mountain-top.
